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AN EXPERIMENT IN COOPERATION

A good many people in Indiana have had 
their thoughts stirred during the last six 
months about the problem of cooperation 
between school and public libraries because 
they participated in a series of 16 institutes 
held throughout the state during that time. 

The State Department of Public Instruc- 
tion and the State Library sponsored the in- 
stitutes jointly, assisted by the Library Science 
Division of the School of Education, Indiana 
University. Another group which had an 
interest in promoting the series was a special 
committee of school and public librarians, 
asked by the LL.A—LL.T.A. Library Action 
Committee to study the question. 


Lella Kelly Heads Committee 


Headed by Lelia Kelly, librarian of the 
Franklin High School, the committee has, 
since its establishment last year, been in 
process of wrestling valiantly with a problem 
which has reached the acute stages in some 
communities and may become at least a 
matter of concern in a good many others. 

Meanwhile, however, it was the thought 
of the sponsors that it would be beneficial 
for a body of laymen concerned with the 
good health and even the existence of 
school and public libraries to be drawn 
together in small, homogeneous, infor- 
mal groups for discussion with librarians 
of a matter of common concern—the im- 
provement of library service in their 
communities. The laymen were county super- 
intendents, township trustees, school super- 
intendents, principals, supervisors, members 
of boards of education, trustees of public 
libraries, and interested citizens. 


Following a pattern devised last year in 
another state-wide series of library meetings, 
the institutes were then planned by a group 
representing the sponsors. Their program 
was outlined in a brief account of the 
project in the December 1953 Library Oc- 
current, 

Each meeting started in the late after- 
noon; there was an interlude for dinner; then 
the group reconvened in the early evening, 
adjourning by 9 P.M. This tactic allowed 
a longer warming-up period and time for 
attack of more than one phase of the ques- 
tion. It also had side benefits in that after 
the meal there was a noticeable improve- 
ment in good “group dynamics.” 


Afternoon and Evening Sessions 


In working out the topical approach to 
our subjects, the two major areas naturally 
became public library service and school 
library service, so the afternoon meetings 
were devoted to one, the evening meetings 
to the other. The sponsors wanted in each 
session to carry the message of what the 
services are, how they differ in their objec- 
tives and methods, and most importantly, 
how they can cooperate in providing service 
to children, youth and adults. It was deemed 
important that those concerned with school 
libraries should arrive at some understand- 
ing of public library administrative prob- 
lems, and equally that those concerned with 
public libraries should understand some of 


the factors involved in school library ad- 
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ministration. 
The afternoon sessions were used to ac- 
quaint the group with the varied functions 


of the public library, with emphasis on its 
obligation toward adults as well as children. 

In the evening sessions the group “got 
down to cases,” so to speak, with panel dis- 
cussions followed by buzz sessions whenever 
time allowed, and the composition of the 
group was suitable. Some of the most “fruit- 
ful” (to use a rather hackneyed term) ideas 
came to light as the result of these sessions. 
There were always a great many opinions to 
be expressed, and the chairman often had to 
call time long before the questions raised 
had been answered or the subject fully ex- 
plored. 


Sixteen Institutes Held 


Beginning October 27 and ending April 
2, the institutes were held in Connersville, 
Muncie, Rensselaer, Valparaiso, Kendall- 
ville, South Bend, Huntington, Peru, New 
Albany, Greensburg, Franklin, Lebanon, Vin- 
cennes, Terre Haute, Crawfordsville, and 
Evansville. In all, nearly 700 people attended 
the sessions; about half were mot librarians. 

Among those who attended were Wilbur 
Young, State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction; Harold F. Brigham, director, State 
Library; Mrs. Faith Stoughton, library 
organizer for the state of Ohio; Philip A. 
Guy, director of the Division of School In- 
spection; Ira L. Huntington, member of the 
General Education Commission; Carolyn 
Whitenack, director, Division of School Li- 
braries and Teaching Materials; Margaret 
Rufsvold, director, Division of Library 
Science, Indiana University, and LaVern 
Walther and Pauline O’Melia, faculty mem- 
bers; Marion Grady, Ball State Teachers 
College; Nelle McCalla and Hazel Arm- 
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strong, Indiana State Teachers College, and 
Dr. I. K. Beckes, president, Vincennes Uni- 
versity. 

So much for the preliminaries. What were 
the results? To answer that one must look 
at ‘what the institutes were intended to ac- 
complish: 

(1) A clearer understanding of the dis- 
tinctive objectives and functions of a public 
library and a school library, and of some of 
the difficulties involved in fulfilling them, 


(2) An exchange of experience on the 
ways in which libraries now conduct their 
programs and how these could be improved, 
independently and cooperatively, for the pur- 
pose of achieving their objectives, 


(3) A realization of the responsibility of 
various officials for supporting a program of 
adequate library service to the whole com- 
munity. This includes service to adults as 
well as to children. 


Intangible Values 


Intangibles perhaps. Yet how can one 
measure the impact of new ideas and a new 
vision of library service on people who 
control the destiny of school and public 
libraries? Many of these people were ex- 
posed for the first time to any extended 
consideration of the problems and goals of 
those services. 

Tangibles? Although hard to assess at close 
range, there are and will be many values 
stemming from the institutes. There was 
increased awareness, certainly, of school and 
public libraries on the part of all partici- 
pants but especially of the people involved 
as moderators, speakers or discussants in the 
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programs. They had to do a little extra 
“digging” in preparation. 

Teachers learned of new resources to 
enrich their programs, and of ways in which 
they could help librarians prepare for student 
onslaughts. Principals were exposed to the 
librarian’s idea of good book selection 
practices. Township trustees were appraised 
of the sources from school funds to be al- 
located to library books. They also learned 
of problems the public library faces in giving 
supplementary service to township schools. 

Superintendents renewed their acquaint- 
ance with the facts about school library 
function and of the requirements for com- 
missions. Already the suggestion from an 
enlightened county superintendent that a 
workshop for teachers and librarians, to put 
some of the cooperative practices into effect, 
has been adopted’1in one county where there 
was critical need of it. 

School board members were reminded of 
the necessity for providing space in new 
school buildings and of employing profes- 
sionally trained librarians to carry out the 
school library program. PTA members lis- 
tened with a citizen’s interest to the descrip- 
tion of the responsibilities of school and 
public libraries for supplying library service 
to their children. 

School librarians received a “shot in the 
arm” of moral support just from having 
their administrators present at the discus- 
sions. Both school and public librarians, 
brought in face-to-face contact, experienced 
increased understanding of the specific aims 
of their libraries and perhaps a realization 
that simple communication with each other 
is the main thing that opens the way to 
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more cooperation. Library trustees imparted 
their difficulties in securing adequate sup- 
port for the public library’s widespread serv- 
ices. 

It is not stretching things too far to say 
that the institutes will result in constructive 
action. As was so often declared as the 
meeting adjourned, “I’m going home to do 
something about it.” 

The sponsors as never before are aware 
of the fine people who are earnestly working 
for better library service throughout the 
state, and as always, yet even more vividly, 
are aware of the uncompleted task that re- 
mains—at one and the same time a discour- 
aging and stimulating realization. It is the 
belief and hope of the sponsors that the 
ideas and inspiration garnered from the 
institutes will be like the phenomenon of 
the well-known pebbles dropped into still 
waters—ever widening circles of influence 
for good school and public library service in 
Indiana.

DISTRICTS CONSIDER ADULT EDUCATION 


Adult education keynoted the programs of 
the six district meetings held in late April 
and early May. Using the theme “The Public 
Library Community Workshop”, panel dis- 
Cussions concerning programs and activities 
in adult education were conducted with the 
points of view of the librarian, trustee and 
library patron represented. 

Formal recommendations for presentation 
to ILL.A. and LL.T.A. were made by the 
District V panel and adopted at that meet- 


ing. 


Conference Workshop 
Recommended 


These recommendations proposed that a 
workshop, set up for individual and group 
participation, be conducted at the 1954 
I.L.A.-LL.T.A. conference. It might explore 
the possibilities of: 

(1) Sponsorship by the two associations 
of a state workshop of agencies operating in 
the field of adult education over the state 
to study the resources available to individual 
libraries and services libraries might extend 
to these groups, 

(2) Community workshops sponsored by 
a local library with citizens, librarians and 
trustees participating to initiate and carry 
out projects locally, 

(3) Ways in which the advice and assist- 
ance of Indiana—Purdue Universities Com- 
munity Services in Adult Education might 
be obtained to demonstrate methods and 
be obtained to demonstrate methods and 
techniques whereby local program leaders 
might be trained. 

(4) The use of volunteer help in de- 


veloping library services and programs where 
staff funds are limited. 

At the District I meeting at LaPorte the 
nine points published in the September 1953 
Library Occurrent summarizing the A.L.A. 
Survey of Adult Education were presented, 
and librarians and trustees at the meeting 
voted general agreement with the principles 
outlined in that summary. An evaluation of 
the panel conclusions as a whole is planned 
for the September issue.

Henkle Guest at LaPorte 


In addition to the adult education discus- 
sions some of the meetings featured guest 
speakers. At LaPorte Herman Henkle, li- 
brarian, John Crerar Library in Chicago, 
spoke on the selexcion of technical books and 
the value of a technical collection in the 
library's service to business and industry. 

He called attention to the scientific re- 
ports and bulletins of universities and also 
of industrial firms as useful technical ma- 
terials for the library. Federal documents 
also are an excellent source of technical in- 
formation and can be obtained by non-de- 
pository libraries at a reasonable cost. 

Donald Landis, Goshen Public Library 
trustee, was the speaker at the Goshen meet- 
ing. He discussed the work of the Army’s 
educational program for illiterates and for- 
eign born during World War II, and cited 
examples of the social as well as educational 
problems involved. As a result of the Army’s 
training many of the men returned to their 
communities with a newly acquired interest 
in reading. 
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Martha Jones, Wabash High School li- 
brarian, reviewed a group of current books 
at the same meeting. 

Another guest speaker was Mabel Leigh 
Hunt, Indiana author, at Turkey Run. She 
told some of her experiences in writing and 
the research necessary in obtaining back- 
ground material, and commented upon the 
inspirational value of worthwhile children’s 
books. 

Julia LeClerc Knox of Vevay reviewed the 
early history of that pioneer Indiana com- 
munity at the District VI meeting. The 
afternoon coffee hour at the beautiful old 
home of Evelyn Craig, 1953 trustee citation 
winner, overlooking the Ohio river, provided 
a delightful climax to that day. 


Story Hour Demonstrations 


A new device, demonstrations of work 
with pre-school children by Mrs. Agnes 
West, Gary Public Library, and Katherine 
Croxall, South Bend children’s librarian, 
proved popular at the Goshen and New 
Castle meetings. Groups of youngsters of 
pre-school age were brought to the meetings 
for pre-school story hour. After the children 
had departed Mrs. West and Miss Croxall 
answered questions and explained their pro- 
cedures. 

In all districts except II and IV the cus- 
tomary group sessions for large and small 
libraries and for trustees were held. A meet- 
ing for library assistants led by Irene Mason, 
Extension Division, State Library, and an- 
other of particular interest to head librarians 
and trustees in which insurance problems 
were considered, formed a part of the Dis- 
trict IV program. 


The State Library's Extension Division 
had prepared three exhibits which were 
shown at all meetings, one on new children’s 
books with a list compiled by Vera Cox, 
another on new professional books with a 
list by Lucile Wright, and third, the library 
as a community workshop, compiled by 
Harriet Carter. The Children’s Librarians 
Round Table exhibited posters illustrating 
ideas for summer reading. A number of 
commercial exhibitors attended the meetings. 

Mrs. A. H. Moeller, Columbia City, and 
Mrs. R. O. Bertsch, Cambridge City, repre- 
sented LL.T.A. at all meetings, Margaret 
Rufsvold, Indiana University Division of 
Library Science, attended as chairman of Dis- 
trict Meetings Committee, and Harley 
Spencer, L.A. president, visited several dis- 
tricts.

The many friends and professional col- 
leagues of James A. Howard, Hammond 
librarian, were deeply shocked by his sudden 
death April 28 while on a fishing trip in 
Wisconsin. A native of Kansas City, Kansas, 
Mr. Howard came to Hammond as librarian 
in 1929. During his 25 years of service he 
worked untiringly for the expansion of the 
library's facilities with the result that its 
branches now are eight in number and its 
circulation is among the highest in propor- 
tion to budget and number of employees of 
libraries of comparable size in the country. 

Mr. Howard had long been a prominent 
figure in Indiana library activities. He was 
president of the LL.A. in 1933 and, until 
recent years when illness required him to 
relinquish many of his responsibilities, he 
served willingly on committees and fre- 
quently took the initiative in furthering As- 
sociation projects. As a member of the 
Legislative Committee for several years, he 
took an active part in promoting the pro- 
gram resulting in the passage of the Library 
Law of 1947. 

His strength of personality, soundness of 
judgment and forcefulness in action have 
left a mark both on his community and in 
the state, and the influence of his leadership 
in the development of library service in 
Indiana will be greatly missed.

TO TEST BONDING POWER 


In accordance with decision at the 1953 
LL.A.-LL.T.A. conference, a subcommittee 
of the Legislative Committee was appointed 
to consider the problem of a suit to deter- 
mine the authority of library districts to issue 
bonds. This subcommittee met May 7, dis- 
cussed the question and agreed that the Gary 
Public Library should proceed tentatively 
with legal plans for such a suit, which it 
consented to do, and that the subcommittee 
should investigate means and sources of 
raising funds, approximately $3,000, to help 
pay the cost of the suit. 

Ross, McCord, Ice and Miller, the law 
firm which passes on most Indiana bond 
issues, has agreed to cooperate with the Gary 
Public Library in planning the suit so that 
it can be established whether libraries oper- 
ating under the 1947 Act have the power to 
issue bonds which is provided therein.

BARNHART, JOHN D. Valley of Democracy. 


1953. 338p. Indiana University Press, 


$5.00. 
Dr. Barnhart presents a defense of Frederick 
Jackson Turner’s theory that it was the Amer- 
ican frontier experiences which served to dis- 
tinguish our people and culture rather than 
European influences. In his defense of this 
theory the author traces the development of 
frontier democracy through the history of Ohio 
Valley expansion. Dr. Barnhart is on the his- 
tory department faculty at Indiana University. 

BEARD, Mary R. Force of Women in Japa- 

nese History. 1953. 196p. Public Af- 
fairs Press, $3.75. 
These sketches of Japanese women who ap- 
pear in this volume were collected by a re- 
search committee in Tokyo during the years 

’ 1935 to 1939. The members of the com- 
mittee were mostly college and university 
professors. With the outbreak of World War 
II independent historical research was aban- 
doned in Japan and inasmuch as that was not 
the year to publish a book on the subject, 
the work was postponed until the present time. 
Mrs. Beard is a native of Indianapolis. 

Davis, ELMER. But We Were Born Free. 

1954. 229p. Bobbs, $2.75. 

The chapters in this book were written at dif- 
ferent times and for different occasions, but 
they form the essence of the lectures and 
broadcasts Elmer Davis has been making, in 
what he terms defending the freedom of the 
human mind. Mr. Davis, one of the nation’s 
outstanding liberal thinkers, was born in Au- 
rora and was graduated from Franklin Col- 
lege. 

FRIERMOOD, ELISABETH HAMILTON. Hoos- 
ier Heritage. Ullustrated by Robert Hal- 
lock. 1954. 221p. Doubleday, $2.75. 

Julia Edwards had a strong Hoosier heritage 


and when Pa Edwards decided to move to 
Kansas she felt she could not bear to leave 
Indiana. But Pa was a tyrant and the whole 
family had to pack up and go. Julia never 
finished the trip. She rebelled and with sev- 
eral other members of the family remained in 
Missouri. The no-good handsome Indian, 
Wingo, and Dr. Sam Boots whom she met in 
Missouri, add the romantic touch to the plot. 


HAYES, JOSEPH. Desperate Hours. 1954. 


302p. Random House, $3.50. 

The Hilliard’s quiet suburban home just out- 
side Indianapolis, by a twist of fate, became 
the hide-out for three escaped criminals from 
the federal prison at Terre Haute. The ex- 
periences of the Hilliard family, held captive 
by the trigger-happy criminals, the work of 
the deputy sheriff and of Cindy Hilliard’s 
friend, Chuck Wright in finding the criminals 
and freeing the Hilliards make a fast moving 
plot filled with suspense. Joseph Hayes is a 
native of Indianapolis. 


Hays, WILL H., Jr. Dragon Watch. 1954. 


821p. Doubleday, $4.95. 
This is a first novel for Will Hays, Jr. It 
is a vivid, often sensational account of the life 
of beautiful Maggy Tennessey, living in the 
coal mining town of Harrisville, and her love 
for Ted Scott, stepson of J. L. Bancock, who 
owns the mine and who wants the girl. “These 
three are caught in a conflict that touches every 
life in the Indiana coal town. It is a story of 
honest, determined youth in opposition to the 
forces of personal envy, institutionalized preju- 
dice, and family pride.” Harrisville is Sullivan, 
Indiana. Its geographical location is that of 
Sullivan, and some of the streets are those of 
Sullivan. The author, who teaches creative 
writing at Wabash College, is the son of the 
late Will H .Hays, former Postmaster General, 
and for many years czar of the motion pic- 
ture industry. The book is for adults.

Hume Probyne is delegated by his sister, a 
model of Philadelphia maifi line correctitude, 
to visit his nephew in New York to see what 
can be done about preventing an undesirable 
marriage. Rose Martin, an attractive career 
girl from the Pennsylvania coal fields, is the 
object of the nephew's affections. The solu- 
tion to the nephew's problem and Hume Pro- 
byne’s interest in Rose Martin makes the theme 
of the story. The author was for a time associ- 
ate editor of the South Bend Tribune. 


KELLY, EMMETT. Clown. Decorations by

Clown is the story of Emmett Kelly, the sad 
faced clown of the Big Top, and of the 
circus itself with its romance, adventure, com- 
edy and tragedy. Kelly started in a small travel- 
ing circus and trouped with one circus after 
another until he finally reached the big one, 
Ringling Brotk.rs and Barnum and Bailey. He 
calls Lafayette, Indiana his home. 


KIMBROUGH, EMILY. Forty Plus and Fancy

Miss Kimbrough and three other grandmoth- 
ers have a holiday in Europe, and Forty Plus 
and Fancy Free is the story of their adventures 
and misadventures in the Old World. Their 
talent for running into humorous and unexpect- 
ed things is unsurpassed and all of this is 
told in Miss Kimbrough’s gay and entertain- 
ing manner.

In 1947 the Branstens moved their three chil- 
dren and household goods to Brussels to live. 
In this book, the author tells in her fresh 
and humorous way of their difficulties with 
custom officials, domestics, plumbers and with 
the language.

Miss McKenney was born 
in Mishawaka.

This study was instrumental in the incorpo- 
ration of kindergartens into the Indianapolis 
public school system and should be valuable 
to officials in other cities who wish to improve 
their kindergartens. The study offers valu- 
able principles of child development and sug- 
gests needed improvement in Indianapolis priv- 
ate kindergartens. The author is on the faculty 
at Butler University, Indianapolis. 


POWER, RICHARD LYLE. Planting the Corn 


Belt Culture. (Indiana Historical So- 
ciety Publications Volume 17) 1953.

These two cultures 
merged into a common national culture which 
constituted one of the significant features in 
the development of our country. Dr. Power 
is a native of Indiana and is living in Indian- 
apolis.

Pi is a collection of the writings of Bruce 
Rogers, master book designer. He calls it a 
hodgepodge of letters, papers, addresses written 
during a period of sixty years. The book re- 
flects the author’s love for beautiful books and 
printing, his warm friendship with fellow de- 
signers, and the modesty with which he ac- 
cepts all the honors which have been bestowed 
upon him. Bruce Rogers is a native Hoosier, 
born at Lafayette and educated at Purdue Uni- 
versity. 


STILES, LELA. The Man Behind Roosevelt. 
The Story of Louis McHenry Howe.

Louis McHenry Howe was the “little boss” 

who behind the scenes played an important 

role in shaping the destiny of Franklin Roose- 
velt. Howe, a newspaper man, met Roosevelt 
when he was a member of the New York 
legislature, served as his private secretary when 

Roosevelt was assistant secretary of the Navy, 

and advisor when Governor of New York. He 

helped to manage Roosevelt’s 1932 presidential 
campaign and was his secretary during the first 
two years of his administration.

His method of dealing with the prob- 
lem and the reactions of the team and students 
as well as the town folk make the plot of the 
story.

PROFESSIONAL TOOLS 

The American Library Association an- 
nounces publication of a new book by Louis 
Shores, Basic Reference Sources; an Intro- 
duction to Materials and Methods. ($6.25) 
Like its predecessor, this book aims to pre- 
sent the content of a general reference 
course, with emphasis this time on types 
of sources. Features are the discussion of 
subscription books publishing, audio-visual 
sources, and how-to-do tools. 

Another A.L.A. title that will be most 
welcome to public libraries is the 8th edi- 
tion of Buying List of Books for Small 
Libraries, by Orilla T. Blackshear. ($3.75) 
It lists approximately 1800 basic books pub- 
lished for the most part between 1945 and 
1953. It is arranged by decimal classifica- 
tion with suggested subject headings and 
simple classification numbers for nonfiction 
titles. The author is public library con- 
sultant to the Traveling Library and Exten- 
sion Department, Wisconsin Free Library 
Commission. 

The March 1954 issue of University of 
Illinois Library School’s Occasional Papers 
is entitled “Counselor Librarianship: a New 
Departure.” Number 38 in the series, it 
is written by David K. Maxwell, librarian 
and associate professor at Chicago Under- 
graduate Division, University of Illinois. 
A new counselor program inaugurated at 
the author's library in 1951 is described and 
evaluated and counseling methods and 
literature are discussed. A copy of this 
paper will be sent to any individual or in- 
stitution without charge.
